Edison Plans 
Millions For 
Cleaner Air 

Over .9100 million of* Common- 
wealth Edison Company's 1070- 
1974 $1,95 billion construction pro- 
gram will be spent to provide ad- 
ditipnal facilities for cleaner air 
and water in Chicago and north- 
ern Illinois, according to Gordon 
R. Corey, Edison's finance comr 
mittee chairman. 

The Edison official summarized 
the company's environmental im- 
provement efforts for the. New 
York Society of Security 'Analysts 
in. New York Wednesday and call- 
ed nuclear power the key to Edi- 
son plans for a cleaner environ- 
ment. 

"In our opinion," he said, "the 
right way .to make electricity — 
the clean way — the modern way 
— the new. way is to generate It 
with nuclear power. . .In the last 
analysis, electric power genera - 
tion must be. switched from com- 
bustion to nuclear energy. This is 
why we have taken the nuclear . 
route and have progressed far* 
titer along that route than any 
other company." 

He added that the five million 
kilowatts of nuclear, generating 
facilities the company is building 
at three separate stations is about 
one-half of the present Edison 
system' capacity. "By 1973," he 
said, "40 per cent. of our kilowatt- 
hours will bo from nuclear units— 
without an ounce of fly ash or a 
whiff of sulfur dioxide,!' 

Corey ' also cited immediate 
steps being taken by 'the com- 
pany to curtail pollution. They in- 
clude: 

—Installing more .gas and oil- 
fired peaking capacity than any* 
ono else "in the country, includ- 
ing 1,240,000 kilowatts in service 
and 380,000 kilowatts on order. 

—Burning all the natural gas 
obtainable — more than three 
million Ions this year. 

—More retirements of coal-fired 
units and sharp reduction in Chi- 
cago area coal use. ' 

—The retirement of Northwest 
station, a coal-fired plant, this 
year. ( 

—Conversion of Ridgeland sta- 
tion from coal to low-sulfur oil at 
a cost of $7,000,000. 

He - noted, however, that the 
company is having trouble getting 
permission to import the oil need- 
ed for the Ridgeland conversion. 
"We applied to the Department; of 
Interior in November," he sajd. l 
"Our people have spent -weeks 
and weeks in Washington trying 
to get this through.

"No good," 'said the people of 
Maryland. They voted down the 
new constitution. by a 4 to 3 mar- 
gin. 

New York State also suffered a 
constitutional fiasco in 1967. 
They, like Illinois, elected a big 
delegation to rewrite their 1894 
document. They labored for eight 
months, spent $15,000,000,. politick- 
ed and bickered, and came away 
with a mess. The people of New 
York promptly rejected the waste- 
fnliand costly effort, 
i v, ifli"lJIInois, there is no apparent 
mood for 'radical changes in the 
constitution.' Nor will the people 
tolerate too much constitutional 
politicking. They want things writ- 
ten into it' such as fiscal respon- 
sibility; home rule and strong loc- 
al governments. They want pro- 
tection of indiviclaul rights, with- 
out bias fcfr any group. * 

A constitution is a document 
that lays the ground rules for all 
governmental action. It tells the 
people what they can expect from 
their government — their rights, 
privileges and restrictions. It es- 
tablishes and_defines the^ fiinc - 
tions of the officials who run the. 
government. It places limitations 
wherever they belong. 

This is the framework of gov- 
ernment. It is the contract be- 
tween the people and ifs govern- 
ment. It must be a good con- 
tract, or the people need not ac- 
cept it.
